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F TiER the States of the Cnited 
Provinces had, by their powerful 
Arms, conftrain’d Spain to acknow- 
ledge them a fice Stute, who ow’d 
Allegiance to none but God alone, 
they were, for a Time, the Object 
of their Neighbour’s Admtration 





and Envy, every one endeavouring to court and make 
Alliances with this growing State, which began to be 
look'd upon asthe Umpire of Europe; but this high Re- 
putation of theirs has fuffer’d a noyable Eclipfe fivce the 
War of 1672, when France, having brought them to 
the very Brink of Deftruétion, pleated himfclf with the 
Thoughts of feeing them tumble headlong into the 
Pit he had digg'd for ‘them ; neither would he have 
been miftaken in his Hopes, had not the People given a 
fudden and unlook’d-for Turn to the Face of Affairs by 
declaring the Prince of Orange Stadtholder : The Pro- 
vidence of Almighty God at the fame Time concurring 
with their Endeavours to preferve that {mall Spot of 
Ground by confounding and daunting their Enemies, 
who, after the taking of Naerden, were ftruck with 
fuch a pannic Fear that they ran away none purfuing 
them. 


Now what contributed moft to the Mifchiefs they 
were involv’din at that Time was, that befides the trea- 
fonable Correfpondences which France held with fome 
principal Members of thatGovernment, they had neither 
any good Troops nor a Commander in Chief, and rely- 
ing cn the Peace and fair Promifes of France they were 
well nigh lull’d afleep by that fatal Melody, while that 
King was hard at Work to undermine the Foundation 
of their dear-bonght Liberties and Government. We 
find in Time of Peace the Soldiers grow idle, as wellas 
their Arms rufty ; Eafe pleafes and flatters us, and Men 
are foon perfwaded to lay afide the Exercife of Arms to 
betake themfelves toa more gainful Way of Living ; 
fo that when the Enemy approaches, they are readier 
to embrace Shame when joined with Profit and Pleafure, 


than to ftrive for Glory furrounded with Difficulties 
and Dangers. 


France knew very well, that fo long as the United 
Provinces had no General that Soldiery could not be but 
in a very bad Condition, and incapable of defending 
them from the Attempts of a powerful Enemy ; where- 
fore he took Carc, by cunning Pra¢tices and falfe Sug- 
geftions, (exafperating the Minds of the oppofite Party ) 
to prevent the Prince of Orange's. being advanced 
to thofe Places of Truft and Dignity which his 
Royal Highnefs then fo defervedly poflets'd; and 
what clearer the Dutch have to 
bring them out of their prefent Lethargy, when almoft 
under the fame Delufion? By thefe Means the States 
grew daily weaker and weaker, their Troops were diffi- 
pated, their Forsfications neglected, their ftrongeft 
Holds wentto Decay, their Magazines were ynfurnifh'd ; 
whilft France was raifing Troops underhand, and making

vouring to be inform'd of his Defigns before they be 
brought forth; for, by this Means, he puts him by his 
Meafures, and fruftrates his Purpofes: In which Point 
many Princes and States, who are too faving, fail very 
oft; and this Coveroufnels of theirs, cofts them and their 
People very dear by occafioning a moft expenfive War, 
which, at the firft, by Precaution, might have been 
prevented with a fmall Matter. France is fo well in- 
form'd of this Truth, that they negleé nothing in fuch 
Cafes, and their Ambafladors in all the Courts of Ewrope 
are fupply’d with Money for that very Purpofe, who, 
knowing they cannot pleafe their Mafter better, than 
by corrupting one or more of the Minifters of the 
Prince or State at whofe Court they refide, are Day 
and Night contriving for it, and {pare nothing to bring 
it about; yea, when it happens that they cannot pre- 
vail ‘with the Man himfelf they aim at, they endeavour 
to gain his Wite, or, in cafe they chance to be fo 
unhappy as to fail there alfo, they condefcend to make 
their Application to fome of their Children; nay, to 
humble are they, and fuch Slaves to their Mafter’s Ain- 
bition, that they will not flick to bribe their Servants, 
and furnifh them with Money proportionable to the 
Service they are able and williog to do them.

Thefe are the Maxims that fpeed their Defigns won- 
derfully well in fuch States as are govern’d by many 
Heads, asthe United Provinces, which acca great Bar to 
the Frenh King in his Aim of conquering the Nether- 
lands, who very well knows, that being Mafter of the 
one he cannot mifs of the other: His great Bufinets 
therefore, is to lull the States of the United Provinces 
afleep with a Truce, which he will break when he 
pleafes, being in Hopes that their Forces will, in the 
mean ‘Time, be negle&ed, in laying out themfelves 
wholly in propagating Trade and Navigation ; for that 
King is well aware that the Srates being awake and 
ftanding on their Guard will never confent to his pof 
felling himfclf of all the Nerher/ands, at leaft, they 
oughr not ro do it, fince that isthe only Bar and Ram. 
part which hinders France from overwhelming them, 
which they ought therefore, by all Means, to endeavour 
to preferve whole and entire, as one would his Neigh- 
bour’s Houfe from being fet on Fire.
